It took 
just five weeks to burst that bubble. It wasn’t vaudeville. 

Arithmetic may, as the enemies of, vaudeville contend, eonvict it in 
many cases. There’s certainly no provision for aspirin tablets in merely 
increasing the gross without enlarging the net.

The first time a grand opera has 
been screened in its entirety. It 
won’t make money, but it’s an im- 
portant experiment because For- 
tune Gallo didn’t turn “Pagliacci” 
into a moving picture. He merely 
screened the opera, It is all acted 
out on a stage with stage sets 
framed by the proscenium arch. It 
stops at the end of the first act and 
starts again with the second. The 
orchestra plays its prelude to each 
act, etc. 

Whether this is wise is debatable. 
One thing is certain, if they try to 
act out most operas, they’re going 
to have preposterous things hap- 
pening.

Later she came back to New York as 
a member of Oscar Hammerstein's 
Manhattan Opera Co., receiving the 
highest salary ever paid at that time 
for an opera singer. 

She also toured with Jan Kubelik 
Violinist, and appeared several sea 
sons at the New York Metropolitan 
Opera house. 

She was married in 1877 and a 
year later a son was born to the 
singer, In 1900, following a separa- 
tion, her husband, Capt. Armstrong, 
then living in Texas, obtained a
